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Sales process begins for Lakeview lands

The sale process has be- 
gun for one of Peel’s remain- 
ing tracts of underdeveloped 
land. 

Ontario Power Gener- 
ation (OPG) announced 
Tuesday afternoon that it 
has begun talks to sell the 
177-acre Lakeview lands 
property in south Missis- 
sauga, which were formerly 
composed of industrial land. 

The sale and redevelop- 
ment of the site through 
the “Inspiration Lakeview 
Master Plan” is expected to 
bring up to 20,000 new res- 
idents to the area over the 
next three-to-four decades. 

Minister of Finance 
Charles Sousa was also on 
hand to make the announce- 
ment, noting that the sale is 
a historic step in protecting 
the property for use by fu- 
ture generations. 

Calling it a “shared vi- 
sion”, Sousa spoke at length 
about how he grew up in the 
area and worked 
closely with 
Councillor Jim 
Tovey, who spear- 
headed the Inspi- 
ration Lakeview 
project, and local 
partners to make 
the —_ redevelop- 
ment a reality. 

He noted that 
whichever devel- 
oper purchases 
the property will 
have stick to the 
Master Plan and 
remediate the ex- 
isting land.

“T made it clear that 
Lakeview would be protect- 
ed for the public good ... this 
project is going back to the 
community,” he said. 

The Master Plan includes 
designs for Ogden Heights, 
a higher-density residential 
neighborhood with street 
frontage and_ retail/com- 
mercial use, an Open Space 
Network that comprises 
36% of the available area, 
and an “innovation corri- 
dor” that will be home to 
100,000 square feet of office 
and light industrial space 

As part of the sales pro- 
cess, the purchaser of the 
land will also remediate and 
transfer 67 acres of land to 
the City of Mississauga. 

A portion of funds from 
the sale of the site will also 
be given to the Trillium 
Trust Fund, which supports 
infrastructure projects in 
Ontario. 

Sousa said that interest

had already been expressed 
by certain developers, but 
wouldn’t divulge further de- 
tails. 

OPG President Jeff Lyash 
lauded the announcement, 
noting that the company has 
been working to support the 
project ever since the Lakev- 
iew Generating Station (also 
known as the “Four Sisters”) 
were demolished in 2005. 

“That work set the stage 
for the bright future we’re 
celebrating today.”

“A lot of our members 
spent hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to buy these 
plates with the blessing 
of the city and with a fee 
charged for the transfer. 
Don’t they deserve to be 
consulted,” Khairallah said. 

Ward 5 Councilor Carolyn 
Parrish blamed taxi woes 
on the popular ride sharing 
service Uber calling the de- 
cision to allow the service to 
operate in Mississauga was 
a ‘mistake.’ 

“When Uber was passed 
by all but four people on 
this council, you let the 
snake into the garden. 

“This is a disaster. We 
never should’ve passed it 
but it’s done,” she said. 

Last March, Councillors 
gave the go-ahead for an 
18-month pilot project that 
will allow transportation 
network companies (TNC) 
like Uber to operate in Mis- 
sissauga. 

Uber is a ride sharing 
service that cabbies blame 
for hurting their business. 
Many cities have moved to 
regulate and license the ser- 
vice. 

The petition points out 
there are currently 18 taxi 
plates not in use due to ‘low 
demand’ for taxis. 

Those have not been rent- 
ed out to taxi owner/opera- 
tors despite historically low 


rental prices. 

Khairallah was also 
harshly critical of council for 
considering the idea without 
providing cabbies with more 
advance notice to respond 
to it. 

The petition contains 
around 214 names of cab- 
bies saying the situation 
is difficult enough without

possibly putting even more 
cabbies on the road. 

It also notes 98% of taxis 
are owned by the drivers, 
over half of which are al- 
ready owners of the plates. 

If another 250 temporary 
plates were issued, the cur- 
rent owners would see their 
plate ‘devalued’.

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Cankerworm infestation grips 
south Mississauga district 


Residents in the Lorne 
Park area of south Missis- 
sauga have been besieged 
by a persistent pest - the 
cankerworm. 

City staff were recent- 
ly alerted to an influx of 
the destructive creatures, 
which have infested oak 
trees, consume their leaves 
and render them more 
susceptible to disease and 
damage. 

Ward 2 Councillor Karen 


Ras has already implement- 
ed plans for forestry staff to 
spray the trees at ground 
level in an effort to eradicate 
the worms. 

Additional measures have 
also been implemented in 
neighbouring parks and 
woodlots. 

The fall cankerworm spe- 
cies typically appears in 
spring and consumes leaves 
before burrowing under- 
ground, then re-emerging 


as moths in the fall. Canker- 
worm outbreaks typically 
occur every eight to twelve 
years. 

Ras notes that city offi- 
cials have made great strides 
over the last decade to keep 
the chance of infestation low 
through yearly control mea- 
sures.

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Brampton Teacher Caused a “Betrayal of Trust’, Says Local Mother

A mother of two former 
students of Heart Lake 
Secondary School has had 
her faith in the school 
shaken after the arrest of a 
local teacher charged with 
sexually exploiting a 16- 
year old. 

“Thank God my daugh- 
ters weren’t in school at the 
time,” said Paula Hillier. 

“It’s such a_ betrayal 
of trust. They’re teach- 
ers. They are supposed be 
watching out for our kids.” 

Doug Dale, a 45-year-old 
math teacher, was arrest- 
ed Tuesday, June 6 and 
charged with one count of 
sexual exploitation. 

Police arrested Dale one 
day after learning of an al- 
leged sexual relationship 
between the teacher and a 


16-year-old student. 

Peel Regional Constable 
Bally Saini says the arrest 
came shortly after police 
began their investigation. 

“We got the information. 
It was reported to police 
June 5th. They started 
their investigation and he 
was arrested on June 6th.” 

The quiet neighbour- 
hood Brampton _ neigh- 
bourhood in which Paula 
Hillier lives is rife with 
rumours and innuendo of 
what may have transpired 
between the 45-year-old 
math teacher and his 16- 
year old student. 

She says the charges 
shocked members of the 
community. 

“Everyone loved this 
teacher. He was a good guy. 
Everyone enjoyed him.” 


The area councillor Mi- 
chael Palleschi says the in- 
cident was worrisome, and 
that he will be planning to 
take action. 

“T will be reaching out 
to the Peel District school 
board today or tomorrow. 
It’s troubling to hear some- 
thing like that,” he said. 

The principal Peter 
Koehnen issued a state- 
ment attempting to assure 
students and parents that 
the school is safe. 

“T know that it’s import- 
ant to you, as parents, to 
feel confident that students 
are well cared for and pro- 
tected while they are at 
school,” the statement said. 

“T take this responsibility 
seriously—we have policies 
and clear procedures to 
make sure students learn 


in a safe, secure environ- 
ment.” 

Dale has been teaching 
at the school since 1999. 
He was released after a bail 
hearing and is under house 
arrest pending the result of 
court proceedings. 

Police are asking the 
public to contact the special 
victims unit at 905-453- 
2121, ext. 3460 if they have 
any information regarding 
this case.

Wynne Government announces 
sweeping labour changes

Premier Kathleen Wyn- 
ne has announced major 
changes to the Ontario la- 
bour laws, including an in- 
crease in the minimum wage 
to $15 an hour by 2019. 

The minimum wage is 
currently $11.40 per hour. It 
will increase to $14 on Jan. 1 
of next year, and then to $15 
per hour on Jan. 1, 2019. 
The minimum wage will 
then rise with the annual 
rate of inflation. 

As well, after five years 
with the same employer, the 
minimum annual vacation 
entitlement will rise from 
two weeks to three weeks. 
The government is also 
expanding personal emer- 
gency leave, to include an 
across-the-board minimum 
of at least two paid days per 
year for all workers. 

“People are working lon- 


ger, jobs are less secure, 
benefits are harder to come 
by and protections are few- 
er and fewer,” said Wynne. 
“In a time of change like 
this, when the very nature of 
work is being transformed, 
we need to make certain 
that our workers are treated 
fairly.” 

The Brampton Board 
of Trade, in partnership 
with the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce, had earlier 
sent a letter to the premier, 
warning against potential 
changes to Ontario’s Labour 
Relations Act and the Em- 
ployment Standards Act, 
including the $15 minimum 
wage. The letter cautioned 
that the reforms may have 
unintended consequences 
impacting job creation and 
competitiveness, as well dis- 
couraging investment in the 
province. 


“We are concerned about 
unintended consequences. 
Where are the economic im- 
pact analyses? These sweep- 
ing changes could seriously 
impact job creation and the 
health of our local econo- 
my in Brampton,” said CEO 
Todd Letts. “The proposed 
changes would discourage 
investment in Ontario and 
diminish economic oppor- 
tunities for all Ontarians.

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Construction Begins on Mayfield West 
Development in Caledon 


More than 200 hectares 
of land in Caledon is set to 
be redeveloped over the 
next few years. 

The Town of Caledon’s 
official plan amendment for 
the Mayfield West Phase II 
project was cleared by the 
Ontario Municipal Board, 
setting up a project to build 
a massive community over 
the next few years. 

The site itself spans 207.5 
hectares, and borders May- 
field Road to the south, 
the Etobicoke Creek to 
the North and Hurontario 
Street to the east. 

Plans for the site include 
a range of housing and em- 
ployment types, high-qual- 


ity public open space and 
easy access to local ameni- 
ties and services. 

Mayor Allan Thomspon 
said that the decision was 
the result of years of work by 
Caledon Council members 
and is historic for the future 
development of the town. 

The project is intended to 
add a planned population of 
10,348 people, plus 3,799 
related jobs. 

The official plan also 
places significant emphasis 
on building more compact, 
transit-supportive commu- 
nities in designated green- 
field areas. 

Secondary goals for the 
site include a higher densi- 


ty prestige business/office 
park and commercial cen- 
tre west of and adjacent to 
Highway 410/10. 

Town Council initiated 
the planning process of the 
Mayfield West Phase II Sec- 
ondary Plan in 2008. After 
numerous studies and pub- 
lic consultations, Council 
adopted the plan in Novem- 
ber 2015. 

Four appeals were filed in 
December 2015 by several of 
the landowners/developers 
in the area. After the matter 
was sent to the OMB, a set- 
tlement was reached on May 
25, 2017.

Russ 


Jackson 


Born July 
28th, 1936 
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by Joe Snider 


The Hamilton-born, 
McMaster-educated 
Jackson was a Canadian 
superstar in the Canadian 
Football league. 

He was and remains one 
of the league’s greatest 
quarterbacks of all time. 

Jackson joined — the 
Ottawa Rough Riders in the 
late 50’s and, all told, won 
three Schenley awards as 
the league’s best player and 
four as best Canadian. 

He was named an Eastern 
all-star six times and was 
voted all Canadian three 
times. 

He led the Black Riders to 
three Grey cups, including 
two in a row in 1968 and 69. 

His career numbers; a 
dual threat---He passed 
for 24,592 yards and 185 
touchdowns. 

On the ground: 
yards and 54 majors... 

(Note: He played mostly 
14 game_ seasons; the 
additional two regular 
season contests came later.) 

Jackson was also a notable 
presence in the Mississauga 
community. He was the first 
principal at John Fraser 
SS in Erin Mills---teaching 
before that at Brampton 
Centennial and TL Kennedy. 

His first teaching gig 
came while he was still 
with the Rough Riders in 
Ottawa: 1959. (He taught 


5,045 


Math) After retiring from 
the gridiron, he was the 
principal of Canterbury 
High School in Ottawa from 
1973] to 1975 (once tackling 
a male ’streaker’ during a 
high school dance). 

Jackson briefly __left 
teaching in 1975, spending 
two years as head coach of 


the Argonauts. It was not 
to be. 
Always a_ winner _ 'til 


then, he compiled a 12-18- 
2 regular-season record in 
two seasons, not reaching 
the playoffs in either. 

Jackson would be later 
replaced by Leo Cahill, , in 
his second tenure as the 
Argos’ head coach, prior to 
the 1977 CFL season. 

Jackson served as color 
commentator for the “CFL 
on CBC” broadcasts from 
1971-73, and again from 
1977-80. 

(Editor’s note---Not 
surprisingly, he was brilliant 
in the broadcast booth.) 

Russ Jackson is an Officer 
of the Order of Canada and 
was awarded an honorary 
doctoral degree in law by 
McMaster University in 
1989. 

Jackson remains one ofthe 
CFL’s reigning superstars, 
and an important athlete in 
Canadian sports.

Bob SICINSKI, Hockey / Lacrosse 
Born: Nov 13, 1946 Brampton, Ontario 


The greatest year of Bob 
Sicinski’s hockey career 
may have been 1967-’68. 
He was with the Greens- 
boro Generals --a Chicago 
Blackhawks farm team. 

At 21 years of age Sicinski 
led the league in scoring, 
was voted MVP and was an 
all-star. 

The swift-skating centre 
should have been a Chi- 
cago Blackhawk. A lot of 
Mississauga players were 
because the Hawks owned 
the local Junior B team, 
Dixie Beehives. That’s 
where Sicinski played his 
junior B after getting his 
start with Cooksville of 
the Mississauga Hockey 
League and then moving 
on to the St.Catharines 
Blackhawks in Junior A . 
Bob remembers--” I spent 
three years with St. Catha- 
rine’s before moving on to 
the Generals. After that I 
was with the Dallas Black- 
hawks of the Central Pro 
League.” . 

1969-70 in Texas proved 
to be the turning point in 
Sinker’s career. He was 


fifth in the CHL in scoring 
and was promised a spot 
with the NHL team the 
next year. But ’70-’71 was 
also the inaugural year of 
the Chicago Cougars who 
approached him. 

Sicinski chose the Cou- 
gars and their 2 year con- 
tract offer. He finished 
10th in the WHA in scoring 
in his first year and signed 
a four year contract exten- 
sion. 

“Sinker” was then draft- 
ed by the Indianapolis 
Racers, an expansion team 
where he spent four years. 

Despite all the success 
he had in hockey, his first 
love was lacrosse. He spent 
three years with Missis- 
sauga P.C.O’s of the Junior 
A loop and also played 
with the Peterborough 
Lakers and Toronto Maple 
Leafs in a local profession- 
al league. He says---"If I 
could have made the same 
money playing lacrosse 
as I did in hockey, there 
would have been no ques- 
tion. I definitely would 
have played lacrosse.”

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Bikes Aren’t Just For Kids — active transportation is for everyone

At the start to Bike Month, 
the Ontario government re- 
leased its “Making Ontario 
Safer and Easier to Commute 
by Bike Plan,” which is good 
news for those who support 
active transportation such 
as walking and cycling: The 
Region of Peel Active Trans- 
portation Plan (AT Plan) is 
scheduled for an update this 
year. 

“The Peel Region Cyclist 
Handbook was developed in 
early 2017 to teach residents 
of Peel Region about their bi- 
cycle, traffic laws and safe cy- 
cling habits,” says the Town 
of Caledon. 

According to a media re- 
lease from the Province, its 
plan means more funding 
from the Ontario govern- 
ment so municipalities can 
grow their active cycling in- 
frastructure: “The province 
is investing $50 million dol- 
lars this year from its car- 
bon market to fund this and 
other new initiatives that 
support commuter cycling 
infrastructure. The OMCC 
will provide eligible munici- 
palities with funding to build 
more bike lanes and other 
cycling infrastructure, or 
enhance existing infrastruc- 
ture.” 

June is Bike Month, and 
the Region of Peel, through 
its AT Plan works with 
schools to encouraged stu- 
dents to walk and bike to 
classes, The Region says 
more than 150 schools reg- 
istered to promote cycling to 
participate in Bike to School 
week (May 29 — June 2). 

“There are a number of 
benefits to supporting ac- 
tive transportation. They 
include: reducing and man- 
aging traffic congestion, 
decreasing greenhouse gas 


emissions and air pollution, 
encouraging physical activity 
to reduce chronic health con- 
ditions such as heart diseas- 
es and diabetes,” says Amie 
Miles, Supervisor, Marketing 
and Communications, with 
the Region of Peel. 

There are several biking 
activities planned through- 
out June and through the 
summer: Brampton will 
have many. 

On June 10, the Fifth 
Annual Bike Fest at Cele- 
BRAMPTON in downtown 
Brampton, beside Gage 
Park will have free bike valet 
parking, a bike rodeo and ac- 
tivities for children. Peel Re- 
gional Police will do free bike 
registrations. On June 24, 
Bike the Creek, a free activi- 
ty, will feature four routes in- 
cluding a special Canada 150 
route. The event runs from 
9 a.m. to 2 p.m. Visit www. 
bikemonth.ca/Brampton. 
For the dates for community 
rides, which run from June 
6 to Sept. 24, visit www. 
brampton.ca/cycling. 

“The City of Brampton 
is striving to be an ever 
more bicycle- and _ pedes- 
trian-friendly communi- 
ty. Through initiatives like 
the Active Transportation 
Master Plan, the City is 
working to build a connect- 
ed cycling and pedestrian 
network across Brampton 
(and to neighbouring mu- 
nicipalities) to enable safer, 
more convenient travel by 
non-motorized modes, and 
to encourage cycling as a vi- 
able, fun, and healthy means 
of transportation for both 
recreational and _ utilitari- 
an purposes for the general 
public,” said Henrik Zbogar, 
Senior Manager of Transpor- 
tation Planning at the City of 
Brampton. 

Caledon is also celebrating 
Bike Month with activities 
such as festivals, bike rides, 
races and tours. The events 
are geared to promote cy- 
cling as regular active trans- 
portation and a hobby. There 
will be events during the 
Inglewood Farmers’ Market 
and Caledon Day in Caledon 


East. Visit www.bikemonth. 
ca/caledon. 

“Caledon, which has long 
been a destination for cy- 
clists and our trails and 
scenic roads, hosts cycling 
tours, recreational rides and 
leisure cyclists,” said Mayor 
Allan Thompson. “Caledon 
is working hard to become 
a cycle-friendly communi- 
ty, and the dedication of the 
Cycling Task Force mem- 
bers will certainly help get us 
there.” 

Caledon Cyclists Mike 
Heslin and Eric Forsyth are 
cycling across Canada to 
celebrate Canada’s 150th 
anniversary and the 200th 
birthday of the bicycle. Fol- 
low their journey online at 
www. instagram.com/out- 
forapedal. 

“We are all very proud of 
Mike and Eric for demon- 
strating their Caledon pride, 
and challenging themselves 
to live an active lifestyle,” 
said Thompson. “We wish 
them all the best and look 
forward to a safe and healthy 
finish to their Canada-wide 
tour.”

Peel’s AT plan, which 
was approved by Regional 
Council in 2012, has several 
components: active trans- 
portation infrastructure (e.g. 
multi-use trail, cross-rides, 
cycle track etc.). Walk + Roll 
Peel is a website that pro- 
motes walking and cycling 
in Peel http://www.walkan- 
drollpeel.ca/. 

Miles says the Region is 
developing a Transportation 
Safety Strategic and Opera- 
tional Plan to improve road 
safety, “We want to see a 
reduction in collisions that 
cause injuries and death 
for all road users including 
cyclists. A safer cycling en- 
vironment can encourage 


more people to ride bikes.” 

In addition, “Through the 
Smart Commute Program 
encouraged more employers 
and employees to do their 
daily commute by bicycles or 
carpool,” Miles, says. 

The Region works in part- 
nership with City of Bramp- 
ton, Town of Caledon, and 
City of Mississauga, plus the 
schools and other communi- 
ty partners. It develops safety 
campaigns and YouTube vid- 
eos. The Region’s Sustain- 
able Transportation Strategy 
is in the development pro- 
cess: that planning includes 
active transportation infra- 
structure programs. 

A progress report to re- 
gional council in Septem- 
ber from staff said: “From a 
health perspective, in Peel 53 
per cent of residents 12 years 
of age and older are physi- 
cally inactive during leisure 
time. Physical inactivity is a 
risk factor for many chronic 
health conditions, such as 
heart disease and diabetes. 
Increasing active transporta- 
tion is an important contrib- 
utor to residents’ ability to 
be physically active and pre- 
venting some of these health 
concerns.” 


Peel Public Health reports 
that the rate of diabetes has 
more than doubled in Peel 
and Ontario from 1996 to 
2014 and that at 152,692, 
reported cases in Peel, the 
prevalence is higher than 
provincial rates (for persons 
aged 20 and older). However 
the rate of *ischemic heart 
disease has been decreasing 
since 2003. Furthermore 
“In 2013/2014, 25 per cent of 
Peel residents were classified 
as obese.” 

Some of the infrastruc- 
ture projects the Region has 
worked on include crossri- 
des, which allow cyclists to 
stay on their bikes at inter- 
sections, the reconfiguration 
of Dixie Road and bicycle 
lanes, an environmental as- 
sessment of The Gore Road 
and active transportation fa- 
cilities, a greenbelt route and 
the Credit Valley Trail. 

Furthermore “Infra- 
structure improvements on 
Regional and area munici- 
pal roads include: the con- 
struction of 74.5 km of new 
sidewalks, 20.1 km of new 
multi-use trails, and 24 km 
of on-road cycling facilities 
or signed routes.” 


In addition the Province’s, 
“investment will help pro- 
mote safety for cyclists and 
make cycling more com- 
fortable and appealing for 
daily commutes and other 
frequent trips. Investing in 
cycling infrastructure also 
helps reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions across Ontario,” 
according to the provincial 
announcement. 

“Ontario is home to an 
extensive cycling and trails 
network that _ stretches 
across the province, con- 
nects our communities and 
offers unique views of our 
urban and rural landscapes. 
By building new cycling in- 
frastructure, we are making 
it easier for people to get on 
their bikes and explore all 
that Ontario has to offer,” 
said Eleanor McMahon, 
Minister of Tourism, Culture 
and Sport in a media release.
